We regret to learn of the death of "Uncle" Mike Millsaps, as 
‘he was known by all Moore countians, and also known as the 
cornstalk democrat. He died at his little home at Lynchburg after 
a few days illness caused by a fall he received at his home, Uncle 
liike was a,Confederate soldier, underwent continued hardships, but 
he never flinched or shirked a duty, was to many engagements and 
battles often had close calls, yet escaped unwounded, was in the 
Bulls Gap and at Greenville, when Gen. lorgan was killed, 
lr, Millsaps enlisted at Madisonville with the Third Tennessee 
under Gen, Vaugh, served throughout the long four years and surrender~- 
ed at Washington, Ga. 
lr, liillsaps' father, Adam lillsaps, two brother and several 
cousins served in the company, there being fourteen in all, He 
stated that a weeks feast on mule meat at Vicksburg was about the 
hardest thing he had to endure, : 
Unele like was 81 years of age. He is survived by his wife 
and two children, J.A. hillsaps and irs, J,W, Huffman of Lunchburg. 
Ir, lillsaps was baptized in Georgia during the war. The 
funeral was conducted in the Ridgeville Baptist church by Rev. 
-Tom hajors of Lynchburg and the ev. Andrey Williamson of Tullahoma, 
His body was laid to rest in the little church graveyard at iidge- 
ville,near the home he joved so well,

Court for the County of Lincoln certified that Parry W. Humphreys 
was "one of the Judges of the Circuit Court of Law and Equity for 
the State of Tenn, and the only Judge now presiding at the Court 
house in the Town of Fayetteville in and for the Sixth Judicial 
Circuit in the State of Tennessee." 


Declaration in order to be continued on the pension list under the 
Act of May 1, 1820: 


Declaration made before: Joel Pinson, Justice of the Court of 
Pleas & Quarter Sessions of Lincoln County " a court of record 
possessing unlimited jurisdiction in civil cases declared such by 
the legislature of said State."

Jesse K. Ellis, located on section 7, Forth Okaw Township, commenced 
many years ago to build up a homestead, succeeded admirably with his 
first plans, and is now spending his declining years in ease and 
quiet, the farm being carried on by his sons, who are enterprising 
and industrious men, and are keeping up its reputation as did their 
father before them. ; 


Our subject was reared to farming pursuits, and began life in Lincoln 
County, Tennessee on the 20th of February 1817.. He received a good 
education in the common schools, taking readily to his books, and 
remained a member of his father's household until twenty-three years 
of age, After leaving home he traced his steps to this county, where 
he commenced working by the month, He was thus content to "paddle 
his own canoe", and in due time received from his father a deed to 
200 acres of land, which is now included in the Zllis homestead. 

Upon this he operated successfully with the result already indicated, 


When in his thirtieth year Jessé K, Ellis was united in marriage 
with Miss Nancy Fuller, the wedding taking place at the home of the 
pride in horth Okaw Township, August 20, 1846. Mrs. @llis was 

was born in 3ussell County, Virginia, 23 December 1822, and is the 
daughter of Henry and Jennie (Jesse) Fuller, natives of South Car- 
olina. They emigrated.to Virginia after their marriage and subse~ 
quently in the fall of 1834 came to this county and took up their 
residence on a farm in North Okaw Township, where they spent the 
remainder of their lives. Mr. Ellis after his marriage invested 
his surplus capital in additional land, which he divided among his 
children, reserving to himself the home farm of 120 acres. This is 
highly cultivated and supplied with good’ buildings, neat and sub- 
stantial fences, and all the farm machinery required. by the modern 
agriculturist.

The third wife of Mr. Hllis 
was-irs, Nancy (Chowning) Owens, She died in 1846, and he then 
married to Mrs. Maria (Curry) Bennett, in 1847. Of this marriage 
there were born five children, two of whom died in infancy.

General James Smith, in whose honor this county was named, was born 


in Spartanburg District (now county), South Carolina, September 10, 
1792, and was reared and educated there. He volunteered as a

private soldier at the age of twenty and served under General Jack-~ 
son during the War of 1812, his last service in that war being 

the battle of New Orleans, He returned to South Carolina and in 1816 
was married to Hannah Parker. ~Three years later he removed to Lin- 
“coln County; Tenn, ,-and engaged -in farming. He was soon chosen 


leader of a vigilance committee for the protection of the citizens 
from Indians and the rough.characters of what was then a frontier 
‘country. It is related that he was equal to every emergency and 
that he afforded ample protection and security to the community. 


- He came to Texas in 1834 in advance of his wife and children, who 
followed in 1835, reaching Texas on January 1, 1836. He settled in 
Nacogdoches (now Rusk) County on a league and labor (4,605 acres) 

- of land, which he had selected for himself and opened up a farm, 


Being desirous of aiding his struggling countrymen, he returned to 
Tennessee early in 1836 and raised a company of seventy-five vol- 
unteers from Tennessee and Alabama. He brought his company to Texas 
and enlisted in the service. He expended his own money for subsis- 
tence and transportation and for the mounts, arms, and ammunition 

of his men, purchasing at iew Orleans five stacks of arms, After 
Texas had. won indepenéence, his company was mustered out of service, 


In-August and September, 1836, when many of the soldiers after 
being discharged, were returning to Nacogdoches in a destitude con- 
dition, at considerable expense to himself, he supplied their 
needs. In 1837 and 1838 the settlers in that and adjacent regions 
were, frequently driven from their homes and they always fled to 
General Smith's residence for subsistence and protection. In 1839 
he led a body of troops to aid General Burleson in the Cherokee 
troubles. In 1841 he was again put in comsand of troops in what 
was then the northwestern frontier, and for his valuable services 
received a vote of thanks from the Congress of the Republic. In 
1844, hé- was commissioned by President Houston to raise a force of 
men and ordered to repair to the scences of anarchy then prevail- 
ing in Shelby County in the Regular-ioderator War. He assembled 
500 men and repaired to the scene, and by his prudent and firm 
conduct the belligerents were induced to lay down: their arms and 
submit. to the law, - 


He enjoyed the close. friendship of Houston, Rusk, Henderson and. 
other leaders of that day... 


“After. annexation he ceased to take an active part in politics. 
“His farm, adjacent to the town of Henderson, afforded him ample _ 
income, though for a short period he engaged in merchandising, and 
here he spent the remainder of his days. He died on his farm, 
December 25, 1855, and was buried with military honors, General 
Rusk officiating. His tomb is of massive brick and stone, twelve 
feet high, and is still standing and his portrait hangs over the 
Judge's stand in the District Court room of Rusk County. 


In politics he was a faithful disciple of Andrew Jackson and in 
religion a loyal member of the Baptist Church. He has many desc- - 
endants some of whom have taken a leading part in the different 
walks of life.
